S.R.O. 73 : — Whcicus certain draft amendments to the 
Jullundur, Cantonment (Regulation and Control of the use 
of Loud Speakers) Byelaws, 1970 published with the notifi- 
cation of the Government of India in the Ministry of De- 
fence No. S.R.O. 136 dated the 25th March, 1971, in the 
Gazelte of India, Part II, Section 4, dated the 3rd April, 
1971, were published with the Cantonment Board's Public 
Notice No. 2467 /C, dated the 2nd August, 1973, as required 
by section 284 of tho Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 3924) 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Act) for inviting objec- 
tions and suggestions till the 1st October 1973; 

And whereas the said nolicc was put on the Cantonment 
Board Office Notice Board on the 2nd August, 1973 ; 

And whereas no objection or suggestion was received 
from the public by the Cantonment Board, Jullundur before 
the said date ; 

And whereas the Central Government have duly approv- 
ed and confirmed the said bye-laws, as required by sub- 
section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-clauses (28) and (38) of section 282 and section 283 
of the said Act, the Jullundur Cantonment Board hereby 
makes the following Bye-laws to amend Jullundur 
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Cantonment ( Regulation and Control of the use of Loud 
Speakers) Bye-laws, 1970, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These Bye-laws 
may be called the Jullundur Cantonment (Regulation and 
Control of the use of Loud Speakers) (Amendment) Byc- 
laws, 1974. 

(2) They shall come in force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Substitution of Byc-law-3. — Tr. the Jullundur Canton- 
ment (Regulation and Control of the use of Loud Speakers) 
Bye-laws, 1970 (hereinafter referred to us the said Bye- 
Laws), for bye-law 3, the following bye-law shall be substi- 
tuted, namely : — 

“3. Restriction on Use.— No person shall made use of 
any loud speaker within the limits of the Jullundur Canton- 
ment except with the permission of the Executive Officer 
and on the following conditions, namely: — 

(1) that the application for grant of permission to the 
use of Loud Speaker for marriage or for any other 
occasion shall be made to the Cantonment Execu- 
tive Officer on any working day during office hours 
on a Form specified in the Schedule annexed to 
these byc-laws at least three days before the time 
the loud speaker is required to be played. The 
form shall be obtainable from the Cantonment 
Board Office free of cost ; 

(2) that the Executive Officer may, having regard to 
public welfare and convenience, either refuse or 
grant permission for the use of the said apparatus 
for such period as may be specified ; 

(3) that an amplifier possessing more than 25 watts 
capacity shall ordinarily not be used ; 

(4) that a loud speaker of 10 walls fitted in a wooden 
box or in a ground metal container shall be used ; 

(5) that the volume of loud speaker shall not exceed 
the second stage of the regulator of the amplifier ; 

(6) that the loud speaker shall not be fitted mere than 
eight feet high from the ground level. In no case 
shall it be positioned on the top of a building ; 

( 7 ) that the loud speaker shall lace towards the pre- 
mises or place and the noise shall be restricted 
to the audience only ; 

(8) that in the use of the loud speaker there shall 
be no hindrance to Ihe trafic or annoyance to the 
public; 

( 9 ) that the use of loud speaker, for commercial or 
advertisement purposes shall not be allowed, The 
advertisement may be allowed with beat of drum 
or any other soft musical instrument or through 
megaphone ; 

(10) that the use of loud speaker shall not be allowed 
beyond 01.00 A.M. in any circumstances ; 

Provided that no such permission shall be necessary for 
the use of loud speaker for the announcement of any notice 
or communique issued by the Central Government, the State 
Government, the Deputy Commissioner or the District Ma- 
gistrate of the Dislrict, Superintendent of Police of the 
District or the Executive Officer", 

3. Omission of Bye-law 4 . — Bye-law 4 of the said Bye- 
Jaws shall be omitted. 

4. Amendment of Bye-law 5,— In bye-law 5 of the said 
Bye-laws, in the proviso, for Ihe word “emergency", the 
words “National emergency or any prohibitory orders issued 
by a Competent Authority and extended to Jullundur Can- 
tonment under any law inforce” shall be substituted, 

5. Amendment of the Schedule.— In the Schedule to the 
sakl Bye-laws, for (he word and brackets “(Byc-law No. 41" 
(the word and brackets “(Bye-law No. 3V shall be substituted.

W'ard No. I. — The boundary of this ward starts from 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 1 and runs towards north- 


easterly direction along Cantonment boundary to Pillar No. 

4 through Pillar Nos. 2 and 3. From Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 4 the boundary runs in north-easterly direction 
upto the point of interception of Cantonment boundary with

5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a | who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(h) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 


Provided that the the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing , 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule.
